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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner 's Amendment 

1 . An examinees amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 59-71, 84, 86-92, and 94-96 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Independent claims 59 and 84 are directed to rechargeable cells that are made by mixing 
components (zinc material, alkaline electrolyte, organic surfactant, indium compound(s), and 
gelling agent) in a specific order. The closest prior art to these claims is Daniel-Ivad et al., 
5,626,988. In this reference, alkaline electrolyte is added to the zinc material after indium sulfate 
and a surfactant are added. However, the instant claims recite that the surfactant is added after 
the alkaline electrolyte and that the indium compound(s) are added in an alkaline environment. 
These limitations are considered to distinguish over the 6 98 8 patent, as evidenced by Tables 1-5 
of the instant specification. The control batteries in these tables (batteries A, J, etc.) are made by 
the method according the '988 patent. The batteries made by the methods recited in claims 59 
and 84 perform unexpectedly better than the control batteries. See, for example, batteries B, D, 
E, G, and H of Table 1 . As such, the data in the Tables is sufficient to distinguish the claims 
over the '988 patent.
